As People are divided in their Opini-

been either falſely reported hitherto, or 
elſe fo diſguis'd with Gloſſes that People 
cannot come at the knowledge of the 
Truth. 3 n <orgs 
Nor is this a Matter of fo little Impor- 
tance, as not to be worthy the Reader's 
Inquiry, The Enemies of the Government 
who made the Mutim, laugh at the Proſe- 
cution of the Criminals, and turn the 
Care that was taken to prevent any ſuch 
Diſorders for the future, into Ridicule. 
Let it be feen therefore what occaſion was 
given for the Trouble the State was at 
about it, and tis to be hop'd the Mode- 
ration that was obſerved towards the Guil- 
ty, will have as good an effect on their 


Accomplices and Abettors, as the Severity _ 


which their Faction has always prattis'd

There have been ſome Accounts of this 


Affair already publiſh'd, but they were Er- 


roneous; however, ſince the Matters previ- 


ous to theſe Diſorders, the Temper of the 
Party in Briſtol at all Times, and eſpecially 
of late, ſince they were ſupported by a Fo- 
reign Rabble, are there ſet forth, I ſhall 
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refer the Reader for that only to other 


Relations, and confine my ſelf here to the 
Fact. In which I muſt take notice of an 
Incident emitted in all Accounts that have 
been yet Printed, That the Deſign of the 


Rioters at firſt was to have fall'n on a 


Meeting Houſe, to which end they flock d 
to Mr. Gough's in Tucter- Street, and broke 
it open, but did not go in, a Woman in 
the Neighbourhood telling them, There 


were ſeveral Perſons within it Arm'd with 


| Muſquets to defend it ; they then weat to 
Mr. Stephens's Houſe, in the ſame Street 


where what they did is faithfully * 
in the following Letter,

OU may remember the promiſe I made 
; you, to give you the beſt Account 1 
cou d get of the very beginning of the Briſtol 
Riot, which I think I have in my power to ob- 
lige you with now, as follows, 
On the 20th of October, the Day of His 
Majeſty Ring George's Coronation, ſome time 
before Mig bt, a ſmall Party of Rioters appear d 
before the Houſe of Mr. Stephens, 4 Baker, 4 
very wealthy and eminent Citizen of Briſtol, 
and who has always aiſtinguiſh'a himſelf in the 
Election of Whigs Members for the ſaid City, 
Mrs. Stephens Happen'd to be at her Door when 
they came, and was aſſaulted forthwith by one of 
them, who had a Broomſtick in his Hand, and 
then upon her crying out, they thoaght fit to 
retire, as they went off, ſome of the Neigh- 
bourhood over-heard them ſay, They'd be with 
them again in the Evening, which they re- 
ported to Mrs. Stephens, and deſired them to 
ſecure their Houſe; accoraingly, at Night, 
they came, as they promis'd, and found eve- 
ry thing ready for their reception. As good 
fortune mould have it, Capt. Stephens, the 
| Sor 
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Son of Mr. Stephens, « Weſt-India Captain, 
had invited ſome Country Gentlemen to a Bow! 
of Punch to his Father's, and was waking merr 
in the back part of the Houſe when the Rioters 
came. At firſt they try'd all the fair means i- 
maginable to pacify them; (Jos will have heard 
that the Pretence was an Effigies of Sacheve- 
f rel, which was reported to have been in Mr. 
6 Stephens's Houſe, the People within offer'd 
them to ſearch, but they would hear nothing of 
mt, when Mr. Stephens found they came rather 
( for Plunder than for the pretended Picture, he 
nn (how'd them how he and his Friends were read 
to receive them, if they attempted to break in. 
| The Rioters however took no notice of this 
warning, but broke tumultuenſly in, and began 
to do all the Il they could. The Captain in- 
deed, who guarded the Paſſage of the Parlour, 

L had a Piece well loaded, and let fly among them 
| as he promis d; this ſtartled the Rioters a lit. 

i tle, who after having pillag*d and plunder'd to

of the Rioters, who pretended he got a ſlight 
Weund with a Sword the Coronation Evening,

The Rioters the ſame Evening had 4 De- 


ſign on one of the Sheriffs of the City, but he 
being forewarn's of it, prepar d 4 large quan» 


tity of Wine and other Liquors, to win them, 
F poſſible, which had the deſired effett, for when 
they came to attack him, he beſpoke them with all 


the Candour imaginable, and diſtributed his Li- 


quors among them ʒ this Bait took them, and he, 
while they were Drinking, made all the haſte 
he could to take an exact Liſt of the Rioters : 
By this Artifice this Gentleman ſav'd himſelf 
and his Family, and had an opportunity of do- 
ing his Country a real piece of Service, by ſe- 
curing the Names of theſe notorious Rebels to 
his Gracious Majeſty Ring George. After this

ſu d, but ſuch was the Spirit of theſe mean 


Rebels that they ſoon fled, and put an end to 
their infamous Riot, on ſuch a day as that of 
his moſt Sacred Majeſty King George's Co- 
ronation, 
I forgot to tell you of an unheard inſtance of 
Barbarity which was their knocking down 4 poor 
uaker who came to appeaſe them, and then 
trampled him to Death, Their Cry was Sa-

There were about Five hundred of 
theſe Rabble ; and 'tis obſervable, that 
moſt of them were Strangers, Country- 


Mob invited thither by Hopes of Drink 


or Plunder. Mr. Stephens being a Diſſen- 
ter, and one who frequented Mr. Gong h's 
Meeting in his Neighbourhood, the Rab- 
ble reveng'd on him the Diſappointment 
they met with at the Meeting-Houſe. 
They went from Mr. Stephens's to Mr. 
Jeffery's, a Diſtiller, one of the ſame 
Congregation, and demoliſh'd his Win- 
dows ; the fame they did to a Button- 
Maker, becauſe they fancy'd he made the 
Buttons for the Coat the pretended Do- 
ctor Sacheverel, was to be burn'd in: 
Which was a Vain Imagination of theirs, 
no ſuch Inſult being intended the Doctor. 
They went in a Riotous Manner from 
Tucker-Street, to Mr. Whitings in Temple. 
Street, the Under-Sheriff, whoſe Windows 
they alſo broke, being highly incens'd 
againſt him for proſecuting a Notorious 
Rogue, one of their Gang, who had been 
guilty of Perjury. The Magiſtrates were 


very induſtrious in the Diſcharge of their 


Duty, and, at the Hazard of their Lives; 
at laſt dispers'd the Rioters, 


Notice having been taken of the Ring- 
leaders of them, the Mayor and Alder- 
| men 
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men iſſu'd out their Warrants for Appre- 
hending them. The Chief of them who 
were concern d in the Burglary and Felo- 
ny at Mr. Stephens's, and the Murder of 
the Quaker, made their Eſcape; but in 
purſuance of the Warrants that were iſſu'd

The Seizing and Impriſoning ſo many 
of the Rioters, ſtruck a great Conſterna- 
tion in the Jacobite Faction at firſt, but 
they recover'd themſelves in time, and 
grew-as Inſolent as ever in their Talk and 
Threatnings ; Chriſtopher Gay threatned, 
That he would deliver the Rioters aut of Pri- 
ſon, and break. Newgate open but he would 
releaſe them ; of which the Magiſtrates 
having notice, a Warrant was iu out 
to apprebend him, and he was taken and

carry'd before Robert Tate, Eſq; and Sir 
William Daines, Aldermen, who had ſeve- 
ral times repreſented the City in Parlia- 
ment, and they committed him to Goal for 
the faid Offence. . . - l 
Others of the Faction were not conten- 
ted with Threatning what they would do 
in favour of their Fellows, they ſet about 
ſerving them effectually, and ſome of them 
rais d Money to Bribe the Witneſſes a- 
gainſt the Rioters ; Two of theſe, Jacob 
Brittain and Joel Crooker were inform'd a- 
gainſt, for Bribing His Majeſty's Witneſſes, 
to prevent their giving Evidence at the 
Tryal of the Priſoners, for which they 
were apprehended and carry'd before the 
Mayor and Sir Milliam Daines, who com- 
mitted them both to Newgate. 9 

The Mayor, as ſoon as he heard of the 
Riot, ſent a Body of Conſtables to them, 
to endeavour to diſperſe them, giving them 
Power to ſearch for their pretended Doctor, 
and if found, to deliver him up to his 
Champions, this villanous Rabble ; but all 
their endeavours, as has been  obſerv'd, 
were to no purpoſe. | 

That the Deſign of the Cheverellites, for 
Cheverel was the mighty Cry among them, 
was Plunder and Spotl, as may be imagin'd 
by the Time they took to act their Villa-

nies in, Ten or Eleven o Clock at Night, 
when the Sober part of the Citizens are in 
their Beds, and few up, even on ſuch. a 
Day of Rejoycing, but the Younger and 
Gayer Sort. They. indeed came firſt to 
Tucker-Street in a tumultuous manner, a- 
bout Five or Six a Clock, but they did 
not break into Stephens's Houſe till about 
Ten- The Cuſtom-Houſe, which is in 
Queen's Square in this City, had in all like- 
likood far'd as ill as that Houſe did, had not 
the Gentlemen and Ladies who were di- 
verting themſelves there, been defended by 
a good Number of their own Servants and 
the Cuſtom-Houſe Officers, Capt. Stephens, 
the Son of Mr Stephens, did all he could 
by fair means to prevent their committing 
any Outrage on his Father's Houſe, he 
gave them the beſt Words he could think 
of, and when he found that would not do, 
he: added Threats, ſhewing them, how 
he- and his Friends were provided to re- 
ceive them, if in defiance of the Law and 
him, they perſiſted in their Attempt; and he 
was as good as his Threats, he fir'd among 
them, and did. the Execution before-men- 
tion d. This Reſolution of his, as Com- 
mendable as it is Innocent, being in Defence 
of Himſelf, his Father, Mother, Eſtate 
and Friends, have the Villains repreſented

On Monday the 22d of November, the 
Judges ſet out from London. attended by 
the Council and proper Officers; they 
were receiv'd in the Places through which 
they paſs d with particular Marks of Re- 
ſpect to their Commiſſion and Perſons. - As 
they went from Bath to Briſtol, where they 
arriv'd the Tharſaay following, the Road 
was crowded, and Hedges every where 
lin'd with Spectators ; at a pretty good 
Diſtance from the City, a great Number 
of the moſt Eminent and Loyal Citizens 
met them on FHorſe- back, and even that 
Company who falſely ſtile themſelves the 
Loyal- Society, being moſt of them Encoura- 
gers of Cheverel and his Faction, attended 
them alſo. There were above Two hundred 
Perſons, Whigs and Tories, The latter

Tobacco. One would think ſuch a Spark as 
he, muſt be a Jacobite, with no other view 
than in hopes of having a good parcel of 
Whigs fall to his Share, and when Perkin had 
made Slaves of them, that he might Ship 
em off for the Indies. The Man's Morals 
being known, a very Loyal Worthy Gen- 


tleman Col. E—--- le, told him, He was 


one of the Ringleaders of the Mob, and ought 
not to be there. This he had Front enough 
to ſtand; upon which the Coſſonel complain'd 
of his Impudence to the Court, and de- 
ſir'd he might be put down. His Friends 
cry'd out, He was a Juſtice of Peace, one 
of Purſe's making: But his Juſticeſhip was 
oblig'd to ſtand down, to the very great 
Mortification of himſelf and his Faction, 
of whom ſome were ſo Inſolent, that they 
i villify d 
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villify*d the Jury; for which one of them 
was order'd to the Bar, and oblig'd to 
give Bail for his Appearance to anſwer 
tor his Offence. 

This Day they were extreamly muti- 
nous: They boaſted they would turn the 
Riot on the Whigs : At the ſame time that 
they were at work to form a new One to 
encourage the Priſoners, and inſult the 
Judges. They muſter'd together Tweffty 
or Thirty Fellows to ſwear -Things quite 
contrary to the Tenour of the Crown- 
Evidence,and had them brought to the Hall 
with great Parade and Clamour. In the 
Evening they raisd a Mob of near a 
Thouſand Ruffian- like Fellows, fit for 
any manner of Villanies, as Robbery, 
Murder, or any thing very impudent, and 
very wicked. They crowded: about the 
Hall-Door, and when the Priſoners were 
carrying back to Newgate, they attended 
them, their Cry being ſtill, 4 Cheverel, 
A Cheverel, down with the Round: heads, 
theſe ſtupid Villains affecting to believe, 


that the King's beſt Friends are Enemies 


to his Government. Indeed *tis proba- 
ble they don't know what Raaud- heads 
means, or have no Meaning at all, but 
Miſchief and Thieving. Rare Patrons theſe 
tor the Dodor! Another of their Cry

| was, Hang up the Murderer, intending oy 


it Captain Stephens; who, as has 
ſaid, fir'd upon theſe Robbers, and ha- 
ving done Execution on One of them, 
they wou'd have him underſtood to be 
the only Offender. ee 

This did not fatisfie the new- rais'd Mob; 
ſome of them went along bawling out, 
Rogna-headed Cuckolds come dig, come dig; 
and to ſhew the Height of their Audaci- 


ouſneſs, dard the Law, ſaying, They fear d 
nothing but the Devil. | 


Twas late that Night before the Jury 
brought in their Verdict. The Poſt was 
gone before twas known, and great was 
the Impatience of every one both here and 
there, no Body expecting the Tryal would 
have taken the Turn it did, but thoſe who 
had heard it. Six of the Criminals were 
brought in Gailiy of the Riot, and One, 
a Young Rogue, on whom ſome of Mr. 


_ Stephen's Wearing Apparel was found, 


was Convicted of Felony and Burglary to 
the value of 10 4. God forbid, any Man 
even of this Rebellious Crew ſhould ſuffer 
when the Law is not againſt him; we had 
better have a hundred Riots than the 
Laws be invaded, and therefore have no- 
thing now to do, but acquieſce in the fair 


dliſtribution of Juſtice by both Judges and 


Jury. 
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Jury. How much ſoever we wiſh'd that 


ſome of theſe Rogues had been made Ex- 


amples, which doubtleſs they had been if 
the Law had ſo determin'd the Matter. 
The Mob was ſo far from being ſenſible 
of the Moderation and Impartiality of the 
Judges, that they inſulted them too as they 
went from the Hall ro their Lodgings. 


And again, on Monday Night, the 2gth 


of November, a Gang, of them went to the 
Houſe of Henry Whitehead, Eſq; Mayor, 
made a Noiſe at his Door, crying, Down 
with the Round-heads, and Up with the Cava- 
liers. By Cavaliers, theſe Cheverellites intend 
only. Facobites, and Up with them is what 


every good Engliſoman heartily wiſhes, but 


not in the way this Rabble meant it. 
To give the TRYALS at large wou'd 
be too formal, tedious and expenſive, and the 


Edge of People's Curioſity is ſo far taken 


off by the Turn they took, that it is not 


doubted but the very particular Account of 


them which follows, will be ſufficient to 
ſatisfie all that are Curious in this Matter. 
I receiv'd it from ſome Perſons at Briſtol 


concern'd in this Proſecution, ſince I began 


this Full and Impartial Relation, which is 
the Occaſion that ſome things have been 
touch'd upon already, but not with ſuch 
clear and particular Circumſtances. |

phens Sen. Baker, in Tacker-Street, To 
which Indictment they ſeverally pleaded 


Not Guilty. Upon their Tryals, the Evi- 


dences for the King ſwore particularly 
againſt every one of them (except Joſhua 
Harding) that they were actually, at ſuch 
particular Times of the Night, October the 
20th ( to wit) Six, Seven, Eight, Nine, 
Ten o' Clock, prefent, and in a tumultu- 
ous manner aſſembled at the place a- 
foreſaid; | 
The Evidences for the Priſoners endea- 
vour'd to prove, that they were actually 
in other Places at the Time the Riot was 
commutted., but by their Evidence it did 
B 2 not 
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not appear, that they were at the Time 
the Riot was committed, in any other 
Place but where the King's Evidence fwore' 
to. Upon which the Judge gave the 
Charge to the Jury, and adjourn'd Satur- 
day Night about Ten o' Clock to the Tol- 
ſey. and about Twelve the ſame Night 
went again to the Guildhall to take the 
Verdict; when and where the Jury found 
the Six Perſons firſt menrion'd, Guilty of 
the aforeſaid Riot, and Joſhua Harding 
Not Guilty And then adjourn'd to Eight 
o* Clock Monday Morning: | I 
And as the Keeper and the Priſoners 
were going home Saturday Night, they 
were Huzza'd with the Complement of 
Damme, down with the Roundheads, Damme 
down with the Murthering Dogs, (meaning 
the Conſtables) for thoſe Fellows they lead 
along are honeſt Fellows. | 
According to the Adjournment, the 
Judges went to the Hall Monday Morning 
Eight o' Clock, and ſtaid there till Six in 
the Afternoon, aud then Edward Hughes, 
Cooper, of the Pariſh of St. Maryport, was 
Indicted, as not having the Fear of God 
betore his Eyes, and being mov'd by rhe

upon which Indictment he was T ry'd and 
found Not Guilty.

Francis Painter was at the fame time 
Indifted for a Felony and Burglary, up- 
on his Tryal the Evidence for the Ki 
ſwore, that he was taken in the ſaid Ste- 
phens's Houſe, and Two Hats found on 
him. His Maſter and Uncle (who appear'd 
for the Priſoner) did ſwear, he was in 
Company with them till Nine o' Clock 
that Night, but the King's Evidence ſwore 
they took him between Ten and Eleven, 


| whereupon the Jury found him Guilty to 


the value of 10 d. and acquitted him of 
the Burglary, and then the Court ad- 
journ'd to Taeſdæa Morning Eight 0 
Clock. 


Edward Hughes and Francis Painter, pipe- 


maker, of the Pariſh of St. Jamess, were then 


a ſecond time Indicted with Richard Collery, 
Cordwainer, of the Pariſh of St. James's, 
Hugh Berry, Perruke maker, of the Pariſh 
of All Sans and John Tomes, Glover, of 
the Pariſh of St. [homas in the ſaid City, 
for a Riot in the ſaid manner as the firſt 
Seven above- mention d.

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The Evidences for the King againſt 
the other Three did ſwear, that Hugh Ber-

the handle of a Warming- pan in his hand, 
which he had broke off from a Warming- 

an in the ſaid Houſe, and that Joh» 


ones and Richard Collery were both in the 


Houſe with Sticks in their hands, beating 


down the Partition there, and that the 
ſaid John Jones was there at Twelve a 
Clock at Night, after all the Riot was 
over, ſwearing, That all thoſe Perſons who 
were taken into Cuſtody (who he ſaid were 
his Men) ſhould be diſcharg'd, or elſe he wou d 
know the reaſon why, 

The Evidences for the Priſoners endea- 
vour'd to prove them in other Places at 
the time of the Riot, but the King's Evi- 
dence being ſo poſitive, they were found 
Guilty of the Riot, Tueſday in the After- 
noon, and the Court was then adjourn'd 
till Eight o' Clock Wedneſday Morning. 

About half an Hour after Seven Wed- 
neſda) Morning, Mr. Francis Stephens, Son 
of the ſaid Richard Stephens, was ſurren - 
der'd in Court by his Bail, and according- 
ly put himſelf upon his Tryal, there be-

Not Guilty, The Evidence againſt him 
for the King ſwore, that between Six and 
Seven o' Clock in the Evening, the Perſon 
that was Stabb'd came along Tucker-Street, 
with only one Man more in Company, 
and that the ſaid Francis Stephens run out 
of his Shop to the other ſide of the Chan. 
nell, and Stabb'd the Man without any 
Provocation at all, and that there was no 
Mobb at that time near the ſaid Richard 
Stephens's Houſe, neither had Mr. Stephens's 
Houſe been broke open, or any damage 
done thereto before the Stab. 
But when the ſaid Cooper's Man ap- 
pear'd himſelf, he ſwore, he was hurried 
on by a Mob, and was within a Yard of 
the faid Stephenss Door when he was 
Stabb'd, but did not know by whom he 
was ſo Stabb'd, nor by what Weapon.

Try'd on the Indictment for Murder of 
the ſaid John Gonning. The Evidences for 
the King ſwore, they heard a Gun fir'd 
three ſeveral times, and one Evidence 
more particular tnan the reſt, ſwore, ſhe 
iaw Francis Stephens Fire a Gun, and im- 
mediately thereupon ſaw a Man fall, but 
did not know who it was. The Evidence
